This music plus the atmosphere of the Frick home enhances the collect- 
ion and makes for a very pleasant visit. Admission is free and hours are 10 - 5 on Weekdays 
except on Mondays, when it is closed, - Sundays from 1 - 5 P.M. .........-Along a lighter vein-- 
the circus will be at its Madison Square Garden home from March 31 through May Qtn.....eeeeees 
and on March 25th the New York City Opera Company starts its spring season -- it's the best buy 
in New York. ....Have you read about, or better yet have you ridden in Harry Newman's ( No.

Recently, Mrs. Andre Istel, who is one of our valued volunteers, 


O a) and her husband,donated $500.00 to the hospital with a request that 
it be used for the Social Service Department. After consultation with 
Mr. Young and Mrs. Istel, a fund was designated to help cover transport- 


ation of patients who are so handicapped that they cannot use ordinary 

means of travel in the city. Transportation is a difficult problem to 

meet, because there is very little free transportation available and 
taxis cost considerably more than they did in the past. We are therefore very grateful to 
Mr. tnd Mrs. Istel for their kind and most generous thought. 


We are sorry to have missed Mrs. Johnston when she visited New York the latter 
part of January and stopped in to say "hello" to Tommy. She left a message with him 
to relay her best wishes to her friends at H.S.S. Of course, we have bad frequent 
letters from her stating that she has been busy furnishing a lovely three-room apart— 
ment in Baltimore. Her letters have been full of news about herself and the fun she 
is having with her leisure time, visiting friends and relatives, and catching up with 
all the activities she was interested in but could not find the time for while working 
at H.S.S. We hope she will find time to stop in again soon, for we would all enjoy 
having a chat with her in person. 


Virginia Allen is a busy girl these evenings, attending the New York School of 
Social Work. She deserves a lot of credit for adding to an already busy day a school 
program which will eventually prepare her for a Master's Degree in Social Service. 


We believe that the readers of the R&C will be interested in hearing from time 
to time of patients who have made real progress; hence, an occasional short case 
story will appear under SOCIAL SERVICE NOTES. Mrs. Ruth T. Mandeville, social worker 
in the Arthritis Clinics,is presenting the following case. For obvious reasons the 
patient's real name is not used. 

There is nothing more gratifying to a hospital staff than to see a 
young person come through an early, badly crippling, painful disease with 
slight physical handicap, and with personality intact! We have hed such 
an experience with 13 year old William Dean. 

Billy came to H.S.S. in 1946 when he was 10 years old and had really 
suffered with arthritis for 35 years. Many of his joints were affected but 
his hands and wrists were most painful, and his knees and elbows were already 
deformed. He could walk very little by stmffling along. Billy had been in 
hospitals before 1946, but from May 1946 he spent about a year altogether at 
H.S.S. until he went home to stay in July of 1950. Since then, he has been 
under clinic care. No one can say whist has helped most in Billy's wonderful 
progress from crutches, then canes to his present ability to run, dance, 
roller skate, swim and do everything except ride a bicycle. We think Billy's 
courage and determination, and his mother's wisdom were the prime factors; 
but the interest and wisdom of his physicians was never failing and the 
support of each hospital department was enlisted. Billy's social worker helped 
too, in many different ways. 

When Billy went home from H.S.S. in 1946, a home teacher was necessary. 
Arrangements for that, as well as all subsequent contacts with the Board of 
Education, were made by the social worker. Later, when Billy was able to attend 
school, in a special class, Social Service relayed to the school the doctor's 
recommendations about Billy's special needs. 

The expense of transportation to clinic and for long continued physio- 
therapy, often an insurmountable obstacle to patients, was taken care of by the 
sociel worker's use of appropriate hospital funds, when the family needed that 
help. The expense of long hospitalization is beyond the means of most families,

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but fortunately aid for children may be secured from the State by the social worker, if 
the family meets eligibility requirements. Billy's family was found eligible for this 
aid when Billy had to return to H.S.S. for five months in 1948 and several weeks in 1950. 


During the years, workers have been aware of Billy's social needs. In the summer of 
1949, he was sent to one of the best camps for handicapped children. He made an excellent 
record but was never able to return, as his health did not permit a camp plan while he was 
still of camp age. His wise mother arranged for Billy to have his second experience away 
from home in the summer of 1952, when Billy went as a paying guest for two weeks on a New 
England farm. The venture was such a happy one that last year Social Service financed a 
three week extension of the two weeks which the family could afford. Billy did farm chores 
with two young people in the farm family. This was his first experience as a person un- 
conscious of handicap. Billy will graduate from High School next year. We are now think- 
ing of how to help in answering the important question - after High School, what?

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FACTS ABOUT THE MOVE 
WHY is a new hospital needed? 

jie are moving to join the New york Hospitel-Cornell Medical Center. There 
arc no available, adequate facilities for us at the Center. Therefore, we are 
buildin: a new hospital at 70th-7lst otreet and the Fast River Drive. This site 
is being transferred to us by New York Hogspitel without our payin, anything for it. 
Two Main Reasons for the Move: 1. We are a specialty hospital concerned princi- 
pally with crippling diseases and handicaps, jncludin, Fractures, Arthritis, Cere- 
bral Palsy, Polio, Scoliosis, end bone deformities such as Club Feet. The quality 
of our orthopaedic service depends chiefly upon our doctors, especially our 
"teaching" doctors. It is becoming increasin_ly important for them to be exposed 
to broad fields of teachin, and research. Such exposure, readily possible in a 
great medical center, is 4 practical impossibility in an isolated specialty 
hospital. | 

2. New York Hospital was impressed with the importance of bringing to the 
Center a hospital of high standing in the specialized field of orthopaedics. By 
so doing it could avoid the long delays and heavy expenses of independently ex- 
panding its orthopaedic services and improving its program of undergraduate and 
post-graduate teachin, in that field. Therefore, it turned to us, the oldest of 
the orthopaedic hospitals, to become the orthopaedic service of the Center. Thus 
by movin, and building two needs are fulfilled: our's and the Center's. What is 
taking place is an "affiliation", not a merger. It is an association of independent 
institutions inspired by belief in integration and cooperation. 

WHO will benefit? 

Primarily - THE PATIENTS. The in-patients, out-patients, and those needing 
treatment and rehabilitation - all will benefit directly by the improved facilities 
and more modern equipment provided in the new hospital. Other beneficiaries in- 
clude leaders of many hospitals - here and in foreign coumtries - who turn to us 
for counsel and for teachers and practitioners. 

WHERE will there be economies? 

The New York Hospital will avoid the costly necessity of expanding and 
developing its own Orthopaedic Service. The Hospital for Special Surgery expects 
to achieve an operating saving in the new building of approximately 190,000. a 


year.
